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The Breeder Who Fails to Pay 


By E. M. HASTINGS , 








a E WERE just as ready to fill 
W this order for you, two thou- 
sand miles away, as though 
you had been located next door to our 
office. The work you asked for we 
supplied in perfectly good faith, be- 
lieving that if we did our part you 
would surely do yours.” 

This notation we are attaching to a 
bill for a long past due account with a 
customer in Texas. Will it bring his 
check? 

“Last June at the annual meeting 
in Syracuse you told me that just as 
soon as youyeturned home, you would 
see that a check was promptly sent 
for the $25.50 that we had long been 
carrying on our books. I have since 
written you several times but have not 
yet received your check nor heard a 
word from you in reply.” 

This to a breeder of prominence, 
whose word is supposed to be good, 
while to another we are writing: 

“A year ago we worked over-time 
to fill your emergency order, under- 
standing that you wanted our product 
for use on a special occasion. We 
went to unusual lengths to make de- 
livery on time, giving you what you 
wanted just when you wanted it; but = 
we have never heard from you since, 
though we have sent you repeated statements and numer- 
ous letters.” 

; In our efforts to collect this account we have twice, 
after due notification presented draft for payment, and in 
each instance the draft has been returned, after long delay, 
marked “No attention.” The customer is a distinguished 
breeder located some fifteen hundred miles away. When 
we see him he will at once comply with our request tor a 
check, at the same time apologising for the long neglect, 
explaining that in the rush of business it was simply over- 
locked, etc., but in the meantime he will continue to TAKE 
REFUGE UNDER COVER OF DISTANCE. And _ this 
brings me to the proposition that it doesn’t take the test 
of war to show who are the cowards. The man of courage 
never takes to cover when he is supposed to be in the open 
As an indication of the stuff that a man is made of, busi- 
ness is better than battle. A man straight and square and 
true in business has most of the qualities Gf the good 
soldier, and the coward in business is just as contemptible 





as the coward in war. The cowardly 
business man is just as great a 
menace to his country as is the 
cowardly soldier. 

The coward in business takes refuge 
under cover of distance. His next- 
door neighbors have to be paid. He 
has to square up occasionally with the 
man he is meeting every day or he 
couldn’t meet him. He would have to 
go around the block or in other ways 
avoid the daily encounter. He has to 
pay the folks he lives among or he 
couldn’t look them in the eye. His 
face would take on a hang-dog expres- 
sion and he would be down and out. 
But he can hold his head up so far as 
the distant creditor is concerned; the 
latter is too far away to do him im- 
mediate harm and sovhe is not afraid 
cf him. It doesn’t matter that his 
order was booked and filled on the 
basis of good-faith and confidence in 
his intention to make prompt payment 
for service rendered, that his standing 

nd reliability were not questioned 
and that C. O. D. protection for the 
shipper was not even considered; also 
that when emergency delivery was 
lemanded the house worked over-time 
and did everything possible to accom- 
modate, all concerned glad to be able 
to help a customer in a time of need. The coward in busl- 
ness accepts all these favors and for reward sneaks under 
cover—cover of distance—and keeping perfectly still 
tries his best to remain undiscovered. If he gave any 
thought to the transaction and followed it through to its 
logical conclusion, his line of meditation would have to be 
something like this,— “All right, I intended of course that 
you would fill my order without question, believing me to 
be honest and expecting me to pay. You did your part just 
as I wanted you to and I have had the benefit of everything 
you supplied. I went ahead and sold cattle on the strength 
of your work. You financed my selling operations to the 
extent of paying for help and meeting bills for printing and 
postage, and in this way you have put your own capital 
into my business. I have spent my own money in other 
ways and it isn’t just convenient for me to pay you now. 
Of course, the bill could be met, but it would mean some 
hardship to me and whether it means a hardship or not for 
you to get along without your pay, I don’t care. You are 
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a good ways away. I guess the best thing to do under the 
circumstances is to throw your bill into the waste basket 
and forget about it.” This the coward proceeds to do, so 
far as he can. He throws the bill into the waste basket, 
but he cannot forget about it for presently he receives an- 
other and is then obliged to go through the same line of 
reasoning again. And after this has happened several 
times he becomes — if there were any doubt about it in the 
first place —a confirmed coward, and he knows it and it 
makes him uncomfortable. How ridiculous and how 
foolish! He makes himself miserable and blocks the wheels 
of progress, and by no possible means can he hope to be 
the gainer. For even if the distant creditor should give 
him up and write him down on the book as n. g. and charge 
the account off, hasn’t he lost infinitely more than he could 
possibly hope to win? And his going on record as a dead- 
beat is so unnecessary! A man doesn’t have to be a coward 
just because he lacks money. He can look the whole world 
in the face if he is on the square, whether he can imme- 
diately pay all his debts or not. If he cannot pay, the 
worst thing he can possibly do is to sneak under cover. 
Then, if ever, he should keep in the open, and so long as he 
stays in the open he cannot be branded a coward. The 
man who takes refuge under cover of distance; the man 
who takes refuge under cover of silence, making no re- 
sponse, whatever, to statements or letters regarding an 
account; the man who takes refuge under cover of inacces- 
sibility from any cause; the man who takes refuge under 
cover of false promises and wrong representations; the 
man: who takes refuge under cover of divided responsibility 
when his own duty is clear; the man who takes refuge 
under any one of the thousand excuses that only a coward 
would offer as a pretext for failure to meet an obligation— 
such a man is certainly not keeping out in the open. 

As an illustration of what a manly man will do when 
confronted with a bill and backed by no funds to pay with, 
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the following letter from the secr 
stein Club may be quoted: seromary of © County Ha 

“I may as well explain the matter fr 
intended to pay this a long time ago bet Os oa — 
so dull that we have used up our money, and ther og 
—— it to pay — However, you will receive it — 
our directors are all very honorab]l ’ 
right now. ~~ —s 

“I have called a meeting of the board 
at which I will explain the matter in a 
some way to raise the money and pay thie bill viene 
We certainly appreciate your patience in the matter Seen. 

The man who stays in the open, who never ignores a bill 
but if unable to pay promptly acknowledges the obligatic 
and tells as nearly as he can when he hopes to be abl ‘to 
settle the account or to make a payment, the man — i 
sincere and frank and prompt with his creditor will usually 
have little trouble in getting the accommodation he needs 
in respect to time. If he wants to keep his credit good he 
must hold inflexibly to the rule of punctuality and de- 
pendability in dealing with his creditors. He must stay in 
the open. 

Too many farmers have an entirely unwarranted aver- 
sion to borrowing at the local bank. They never have done 
it and they don’t want to go to this length if it can possibly 
be avoided. Sometimes, apparently, they fail to realize 
that it might be more honorable to owe the bank — to the 
profit of the institution because the bank makes its money 
by lending — than to owe an individual to his hurt for an 
unreasonable time for honest service honestly rendered. 
Morever, the distracted debtor who owes Tom, Dick and¢ 
Harry and an uncounted number of others on every side, 
often carries on his own shoulders a perfectly needless 
burden of which his banker would be glad to relieve him. 
It is usually more satisfactory to owe one debt than a dozen.

HE tenth combination of three direct generations of 
i 1000-lb. cows has just been reported and again Cali- 
fornia claims the credit. The record was completed 
when Aralia De Kol Pontiac Mead, bred and owned by 
the A. W. Morris & Sons Corporation, Woodland, Calif., 
finished with a record of 1065.43 lbs. of butter from 21,- 
784.2 lbs. of milk. Her dam, Aralia De Kol Mead, has 
1215.2 lbs. butter from 23,044.6 lbs. milk on strictly official 
test, and her second dam, Aralia De Kol, has 1142.32 Ibs. 
butter from 28,090 lbs. milk at the advanced age of 11 
years, thus making up the three generations. 

Aralia De Kol Pontiac Mead gave early promise of 
her producing ability. At the age of two years, seven 
months, she made a 23-lb. record from 475 lbs. milk and 
finished her year with 932.43 lbs. butter from 18,362.5 
lbs. milk. Less than six weeks after the close of this 
record, she freshened again making a 34-lb. record with 
138 lbs. in 30 days. She did not make a year record at 
this time, but at the age of five years, seven months, we 
find reported for her a 305-day record of 715.85 lbs. but- 
ter from 15,575.4 lbs. milk. She freshened within the 
year making the 1000-lb. record reported above.

HE senior three-year-old, 

Lady Roberts Colantha 

53967 C H B, has broken 
all records for butterfat pro- 
juction for all breeds at any 
age under maturity with her 
production of 1175 Ibs. fat, 
26,433 Ibs. milk, which has just 
heen announced by the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of 
Canada, and the Department of 
Agriculture of the Canadian 
government. This three-year- 
oid heifer becomes the fourth 
highest record cow of the 
preed and exceeds the fat pro- 
juction recorded for any cow 
of any age of any other breed 
than the Holstein. In her class 
she displaces for world’s 
nonors, Wisconsin Pride 2d 
{1062 Ibs. fat.) This enormous 
production has been carefully 
supervised by the Canadian 
Department of Agriculture, the 
Ontario Agricultural College 


and the Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada. This 
heifer was under strictly official test for forty-two days at 
the start of her record, for thirty days during her tenth 
month and for two days during each of the other months 
of her year. Ten different supervisors observed the test

jvere the first cows he had ever handled on test. During 
the last four months she was handled by my son, Henry 
T. Heg, who had had some experience in short-time work 
but none in long-time. 

“As you know, her accommodations as to stall, etc., were 
very crude, being, in fact, a makeshift and such that any- 
one could arrange in any barn. She was fed a mixture of 
oats, bran, soy bran meal, oil meal and corn meal with 
occasionally some cotton seed meal and grain mixture, 
consuming from 18 to 24 lbs. daily. Her roughage was al- 
falfa, twice daily, native hay ail times, silage for first 
three months, pasture in season and mangels in the fall. 
She is a tremendous eater and often would eat a large 
share of her bedding even though good hay was in front 
of her, as she seemed to want variety. During the summer 
months, she and the others on test ran in a small orchard 
pasture and had only fair pasturage. After the first two 
months she was ‘never blanketed and during the entire

Jersey Heifer Displaced 








NEW world’s record for fat production for heifers 
A freshening at less than twenty-four months of age 

has been established by Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 34d, 
a daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, owned 
by John Erickson & Sons, Waupaca, Wisconsin. Her 
figures just announced are 870.63 lbs. fat, 22,151.2 Ibs. 
milk. By this performance, she brings back to the Hol- 
stein breed the only championship performance hereto- 
fore credited to any other breed in the yearly division. 

Freshening at the age of one year, eleven months, 
thirteen days, Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 3d made a seven-day 
record of 23.48 Ibs butter, 415.8 lbs. milk, the butter rec- 
ord being a state record for Wiscchsin for yearling 
heifers. Her year’s butter record, in addition to being a 
world’s record for yearling heifers, stands as the third 
highest record ever made by a heifer in the junior two- 
year-old class and is a new state record for Wisconsin. 
For yearlings of all breeds she stands as the world’s 
champion for combined milk and butter as well as for 
butter alone. The former champion for butter production 
was the Jersey heifer, St. Mawe’s Lad’s Lady, an Oregon 
heifer, whose record stands at 829.09 Ibs. fat with 11,756 
milk, or not much over half as much milk as the new 
champion produced. 

Concerning the care and handling of Daisy Aaggie 
Ormsby 3d during her test, John Erickson writes, “She 
ate while on test between twenty and twenty-five pounds 
of silage per day, about five pounds of beet pulp, all the 
alfalfa hay that she would eat three times a day and 
timothy and clover mixed at the other feeding. She 
also consumed about one quart of New Orleans molasses 
per day. The grain mixture that was fed her was com- 
posed of 100 Ibs. bran, 100 Ibs. oats, 100 lbs. hominy, 75 
Ibs. oil meal, 50 Ibs. gluten. Part of the time distillers’ 
grains were substituted for the gluten in the mixture. 





In addition to this she also consumed small amounts of 
flax, cotton seed meal and she had two pounds of corn 
meal every day that she was on test. Starting out with 
14 lbs. she was raised until she was consuming a total 
of 18 lbs. per day. This was cut to 16 Ibs. the first of 
September and at the finish she was receiving but 14 lbs. 
per day. 

“During the entire test she stood in.a stanchion with 
the rest of the heifers that were on test and at no time 
did she have the pleasure of reposing in a box stall. She 
has never missed a feed and has at all times been full of 
energy and pep. Her feed was fed in a wet slop and the 
more sloppy it was the better she seemed to enjoy it. 

“She was fed and milked while on test by our herds- 
man, Vidian Vye, whose good judgment enabled this 
heifer to produce the way she did. 

“She weighs about 1375 lbs. today and is in very good 
shape, coming off test in better condition than when she 
started her record.” 

At the beginning of her test, the champion dropped a 
fine heifer calf sired by Marathon Bess Burke, senior 
herd sire at the Erickson Farms. 

The pedigree of the new champion presents an inter- 
esting study. She was sired by Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes 37th, being his sixth daughter to make over 1000 
lbs. butter in heifer form and his second to break a 
world’s record in long-time test: It is interesting to note 
that the daughters of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th 
now hold the state records for Wisconsin in all six of the 
heifer classes, while his three-year-old daughter, Wiscon- 
sin Pride 2d, has the largest record made by a cow 
of any other breed in the state. It is not necessary to 
refer to the pedigree of Sir P. O. M: 37th, combining as 
it does, the blood of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes and

Organize, Centralize, Advertise. 
This is the keynote of the address. 
Dairying Only Big Business in the World Unorganized. 


Dairymen produce about one-fifth of the nation’s food 
and the lives and fortunes of five millions of people are 
wrapped up in the industry. 

The industry yields annually a product exceeding two 
and one-half billions in value and yet not one in a thou- 
sand can tell the cost of producing 100 lbs. of milk. 

The dairy business like Topsy just—“growed up.” 

Dairy breeds have organized for advancing the breed. 
but there never has been a business organization among 
dairymen. They have had no more than local volunteer 
organizations. They have never taken control of their 
own business, regulated its market or influenced its im- 
portance with the consumer. 


Great achievements in the dairy business have come 
through individual effort rather than united action. It 
is the splendid genius, ability and devotion of such men 
as Hoard, Babcock and others that have kept the industry 
in the line of progress. 


Had the dairy people been united in a business or- 
ganization to exert the influence that other concerns, such 
as steel, coal, cement, timber, automobiles are able to 
exert by present-day organized methods, the dairy industry 
would have made vastly greater progress and profited more 
from the genius of these splendid men. 

The wonder is that the dairy business has held to- 
gether at all. 


Failure of Organization and Failure to Advertise Cost 
Dairymen $500,000,000 Annually. 


In 1917 there were but 725 lbs. of colored oleomargerine 
in this country produced from vegetable oils. 


The packers and manufacturers saw the splendid op- 
portunity in reaching the consumer’s table with butter 
substitutes.

Butter substitutes come to the consumer’s table be- 
cause they are advertised. 

Recently in a small Western town, the local school 
board published a set of rules to observe in case of fire. 
One rule prescribed what to do in case your clothing 
caught on fire. The advice was—‘keep as cool as pos- 
sible.” 

Dairymen cannot affort to follow the school board’s 
advice with the butter substitute firms in control nov 
of 20 per cent of their trade. 

Dairymen must organize and advertise now or face 
even greater sacrifices. 

We are advised that a scientist will place a frog in 
a glass of water and by slow degrees gradually heat it 
to the boiling point. The frog unconsciously will cook- 
die witnout a struggle. 

Shrewd business men and competitors have squeezed 
the unorganized dairymen of the country by such slow, 
easy degrees, that he is industrially dead and—unaware 
of it. 

Organization and Advertising the Remedy. 


When O’Sullivan wishes to sell rubber heels, he ad- 
vertises the “health feature” of his product. He features 
“health” in advertising—and he sells rubber heels. 

When Coca-Cola people wish to establish a new drink 


upon the market, they feature it “healthful, 
qualities,” give it a touch of color and charm 
make millions.

At a minimum expense, billboads could be maintained 
by the dairymen advertising with color and charm and 
effect the refreshing, healthful qualities of milk and dairy 
products. 

Dairymen are great keepers of secrets. They have been 
afraid to say anything about the healthful qualities of 
milk. They bury their griefs; labor long in the vineyard; 
deny themselves the comforts that others enjoy; accept 
losses as if according to the Divine plan. 

Dairymen ought not to be milking cows. They ought to 
be with the United States Government in the Department 
of Secret Service, because no man on earth can keep 4 
business secret like a dairyman.

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Setting Up Family Standards 


HE importance of recognized standards of appraisal 

was fully realized by the late Fred S. Stimson of 

Hollywood Farm. The Eastern visitors were being 
shown the Hollywood herd and interest naturally was 
centered in the daughters of Judge Segis. This interest 
was heightened by the knowledge of the fact that Mr. 
Simson had told Mr. Davidson that he could have for 
the Brentwood Sale any two daughters of Judge Segis 
in the barn that Judge Moscrip might select. Someone of 
the party asked Mr. Stimson how he could offord to al- 
low them to pick out the very choicest things in his herd 
in that way. Mr. Stimson’s reply indicated that far- 
seeing vision of the man. “My motive,” said he, “is 
primarily selfish. I want to send animals of my breeding 
to this sale that will be representative of the best I can 
produce. I believe that one of the important things in 
the development of our industry today is to set up a stand- 
ard ‘for the breed for each family under conditions of 
absolute integrity, cleanliness and health. Offerings of 
the ‘best of each family in sales like the Brentwood Sale 
help to set up such standards. I feel that they are im- 
portant not only from the standpoint of the breeder who 
has them to sell but also of the buying public.” 

The idea which Mr. Stimson so well expressed has not 
been very generally applied to the marketing of Holstein 
cattle but it is accepted as a cardinal principle in the 
successful merchandizing of almost any commodity you 
might name. We all insist upon it in the purchase of 
manufactured articles, whether it be motor cars or mouse 
traps, washing machines, wagons or watches. In every 
case we have accepted standards of valuation and ap- 
praisal, and commerce and trade would be sadly disor- 
ganized if such standards did not exist. We are coming 
to see the importance of establishing such standards in the 
marketing of the products of the farm and dairy; we are 
coming to realize that a pound of off-flavored butter or 
a quart of milk that tastes of the barn will be more ef- 
fective in destroying people’s appetites for dairy products 
than any amount of advertising and argument can counter- 
act. Fred Stimson proved the point to his own satis- 
faction right at his Hollywood restaurant in Seattle where 
every item of farm produce was made to conform to the 
strictest standards of quality in every respect. The pub- 
lic’s appreciation of this fact proved the soundness of the 
principle. 

It will, of course, never be possible to standardize the 
breedng of Holstein-Friesian cattle to the extent that it 
is necessary for success with manufactured articles be- 
cause variation is one of nature’s laws in breeding which 
can never be overcome. We have made some progress 
along this line, however, during the past few years but 
there is plenty of room for still further advancement that 
should mean much to the industry in the future. Public 
auction sales of the character of the Brentwood National 
Sale help materially toward this end. 
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The Value of A Show Window

Comparable in ae 
and in value to the livestock breeder may be considered 
our livestock exhibitions, which are, literally, the great 
show windows of the livestock industry. Now, if the 
general merchandise people consider display in their show 
windows such an important feature in their success the 
livestock people of the country may clearly as well con. 
sider the shows of the country as being of equal value to 
them and as their great show windows meriting the whole. 
hearted moral and financial support of the breeders and 
the breeders’ organizations. It is in line with this spirit 
that the Holstein-Friesian Association of America has 
decided to continue its financial encouragement for large 
Holstein shows at the fairs and exhibitions of the United 
States even though curtailment in other directions may be 
necessary. In other words, the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation believes that support of the show ring is one of 
its fundamental duties that must, under no circumstances, 
be slighted. We understand that the other dairy breed 
associations are considering and in some cases have 
definitely decided as a measure of economy to cut all 
prizes at fairs this year. There are, of course, many breed- 
ers who are so convinced of the value of the show ring 
that they will continue to exhibit their animals regard. 
less of the amount of money put up for prizes but it is 
doubtless true that the elimination of breed association 
appropriations with the consequent reduction in total 
premiums available will have a very serious effect on 
the number of animals brought out. This, it seems to 
us, would be an unfortunate situation right now when 
the purebred cattle industry is making such struggles to 
get back upon a normal basis. From the selfish stand- 
point of our own breed, we should perhaps not regret 
the action of the other cattle clubs in cutting out their 
prize money, because the result should be showings of 
Holsteins that would compare most favorably with those 
which come out for the other breeds. We like to see well 
balanced shows, however, and in the interest of the ad- 
vancement of the general purebred dairy cattle proposi- 
tion, we hope it will be possible for the other breeds to 
reconsider their action and offer adequate financial sup- 
port for the fairs. Meanwhile, the opportunity is before 
us in.the Holstein industry to put over the best Holstein 
shows in our history—exhibits of our breed which will 
stand out above everything else at the shows of the year. 
Our National Association is showing its willingness to 
do its part in the promotion of strong Holstein shows by 
continuing its large appropriations for prizes at fairs. Will 
our breeders show that they appreciate the co-operation 
that is offered them and do their necessary part in put- 
ting it over in a big way? We believe they will. 


Kelleygrams on Advertising 


NDER this heading we present in this issue pungent 
l paragraphs on the importance of advertising in the 

dairy industry, which summarize the address of 
John M. Kelley during Farmers’ Week at Madison, Wis- 
consin, last month. Mr. Kelley points out in characteristic 
style the advantages that would be sure to accrue to the 
dairy industry through the right kind of a campaign of 
advertising. He clinches the argument by liberal reference 
to what has been done through advertising in other lines 
which depend upon consumption by the public for their 
prosperity. The arguments which Mr. Kelley puts for- 
ward are coming to be pretty generally accepted by the 
more progressive dairymen and it now remains only for 
some leader big enough to consolidate those beliefs and 
translate them into cash. There is not a particle of doubt 
in our minds but that the great majority of dairymen 
would willingly contribute liberally to a national fund for 
advertising milk and dairy food products, if they could 
be assured that enough other dairymen were going to. do 
likewise so that a fund really representative of the huge 
dairy industry would be available for such a campaign of 
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i ‘As we nave previously suggested, the logical 
oe gee this money is through the various co- 
ative producers’ organizations, in the different dis- 
icts of the United States, and that if some man or some 
anization like the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
em with the genius and organizing ability to bring 
these producers’ organizations together on some basis that 
would be acceptable to all of them, would come forward, 
the proposition could be put over and in a way that would 
have unmistakable results, putting the dairy industry 


solidly on its feet. 


Eliminate Milk and Fat Prizes 


HE importance of maintaining appropriations for the 

T show ring at all cost suggests the desirability of 
looking into ways and means of economy in other 
directions. Our thought first turns to the prizes for milk 
and butterfat amounting in total to about $20,000 a year. 
The first point to consider is whether the money thus 
spent is at present getting worth while results in the ad- 
yancement of the breed. At first thought it would appear 
that any amount of money we might spend in the promo- 
tion of more Advanced Registry work would be well spent 
because fundamentally our Advanced Registry system 
stands as the keystone of breed improvement, progress 
and prosperity. Just how much influence, however, does 
the awarding of this large sum of money in the form of 
prizes have upon the Advanced Registry promotional 
work? In our opinion it is very slight. In the beginning 
when advanced registration was in its experimental stage, 
when most of our breeders were unfamiliar with official 
testing and perhaps a little doubtful of its practical value, 
the prize money offered was a real stimulus to increased 
effort and the results have fully justified the action of 
those far-seeing breeders who were at the helm of our Hol- 
stein ship when our breed was beginning to find itself 
through the Advanced Register. We believe that the 
time has gone by when the Advanced Registry work needs 
a subsidy of $20,000 a year in the form of prizes. There 
is no longer any argument as to the value of advanced 
registration and our breeders will put their cows on test 
and give them the best. possible opportunity to demon- 
strate their productive capacity as a matter of sound busi- 
ness and the fact that they may win a prize of from five 
to twenty-five dollars on some creditable record does not 
stimulate them to any greater efforts or cause them to 
run tests on any of their cows that would not otherwise 
be tested In fact, it does not enter into their calculations 
at all. When it is all over and the standings for the year 
are made up, breeders are fortunate enough to have 
animals in the prize list are undoubtedly pleased at re- 
ceiving their prize money checks from the Superintendent 
but is this a sufficient reason for continuing the prizes? 
Could the money not be used more effectively in some 





other way in promoting the interests of the breed? If you 
will look down through the list of breeders who have been 
winning the bulk of the prize money during recent years, 
you can judge for yourself as to just how much it means 
to the most of them to receive the amounts that have 
been awarded to them. We do not believe it can be suc- 
cessfully disputed that in the great majority of cases the 
honor of appearing in the prize list means far more to 
them than does the amount of the prize. Isn’t it a fact 
that most of these breeders actually spend far more than 
the amount of prize money awarded to them in advertis- 
ing the fact of their high ranking in the prize list of the 
year? Why not, then, do away with the prize money and 
simply compile at the end of each official year a Roll of 
Honor? This would provide exactly as much material for 
publicity as the present prize list and perhaps a certificate 
of some sort containing the name and record of each 
cow winning a place in the list with her ranking for the 
year could be devised, which the owner could frame and 
hang upon the walls of his office. The cost would amount 
to only a small fraction of the total now spent for prizes 
and we believe that the net result would mean more to 
the breeders. 

Prizes at fairs present an entirely different proposition. 
If liberal premiums are not offered, large and creditable 
showings are not likely to materialize. 

Our Board of Directors undoubtedly has the authority 
to do away with the prizes for milk and butterfat and 
substitute a plan like that suggested or any other plan 
which might appear to them as proper but we assume 
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that before making such a radical departure from A’ policy 
that has been established for years, they would prefer to 
have a mandate from the membership itself. We urge; 
therefore, that the members of the National Association} 
consider these suggestions very carefully, discuss them 
fully and let the delegates who will be chosen to represent 
them at the Kansas City meeting in June, know how they! 
feel about it. We would like to see the matter thoroughly 
threshed out at Kansas City. We believe that at the 
present stage of our development.the suggestions are fun- 
damentally sound and that even if our annual balance. 
sheet was duplicating the showing of a few years ago it 
would be a desirable and wise change to make. As it is, 
with the need of retrenchment so plainly apparent and 
with the necessity of making every dollar our Associa- 
tion spends count most heavily for the advancement of 
the industry, we would be remiss in our duty to the in- 
dustry if we failed to take action at Kansas City which 
would continue or improve our present splendid results 
but with the saving of $20,000 a year. We invite a free 
discussion of the subject through the columns of the 
World.

for heifers under full age by the Canadian two- 
year-old, Lady Roberts Colantha, whose picture appears 
on the cover, we will not repeat the details in this space. 
We simply wish, however, to call attention to the confor- 
mation of this heifer shown by the amateur snap. shot 
from which our cover plate was made. It will be seen 
that this three-year-old, who at her second freshening 
becomes the fourth highest record cow of any breed in the 
world, approaches the ideal in conformation. -She has 
everything that the show ring demands. More than that 
she comes of breeding that has won a prominent place 
in the show ring history of Canadian fairs. One of her 
sisters, the great white cow, Francy Maid 2d, is Canada’s 
most famous show ring prize winner, while her sire, him- 
self a shaw bull of no mean merit, winning second prize 
at the Canadian National in strong competition at an ad- 
vanced age, has produced numerous offspring that have 
been prominent contenders in the “get of sire” groups 
at the big Canadian fairs for years, usually returning 
nearly, if not quite, at the top. It is certainly a great 
satisfaction to see the highest production honors taken by 
animals which are individually such a credit to the breed. 


Iowa Breeders Adopt Resolution on Transfer 
Fees 


The Iowa breeders at a meeting at Ames, February 
1st, adopted a resolution regarding an increase in the fees 
of transfer harmonizing with those that have likewise been 
adopted by the breeders of New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Michigan and Wisconsin. Following is the text of the 
resolution as furnished by Secretary J. P. Eves.: 

Resolution: 

“Whereas we feel that there is greater necessity 
at the present time than ever before for publicity 
and extension work to further the interests.of the 
breed, and 

“Whereas the reduction of the transfer fee at the 
last annual meeting of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America seriously curtailed funds for this 
work, 

“Be it resolved that we, the members of the Iowa 
Holstein-Friesian Breeders Association, urge upon the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America the neces- 
sity for increasing the transfer fee to at least $1.50 
and that the funds so obtained be used for extension 
and publicity purposes, a certain part of the fee to be 
returned to the state from which sent, and that our 
delegates to the annual convention be so instructed 
and a copy of this resolution be sent to each member 
of the board of directors of the: Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America.” 

On account of the comparatively small attendance at 
this meeting, the election of officers for the ensuing year 
was postponed until a joint meeting is called to be held 
at Waterloo the evening before the state sale, which will 
be held March 16th. This will bring the meeting the 
evening of March 15th. A large attendance of Iowa Hol- 
stein breeders is desired for this meeting.

The health feature of milk and its increased use in the 
home should be spelled out in such attractive colors and 
pleasing designs in advertising, as have increased the 
trade in chewing gum, tobaccos and various refreshment 
drinks. 

It is not a shortage of money that is at fault. It is 
under-consumption and lack of demand by failure to ad- 
vertise dairy products. 

In the last fiscal year, the people of this country spent 
over twenty billions for luxuries. The ladies alone spent 
over $750,000,000 for face powders, cosmetics and lip 
stick. The people of this country in a single year have 
spent over a billion dollars for candies. 

Organization and accredited advertising accomplish 
this. The people willingly surrender to the force of adver: 
tising. 

An incident of this came to my attention 
aeroplane accident at Syracuse, not long ago. An ex 
hibition aeroplane with a lady occupant crashed to the 
ground. Seriously injured, she remained unconscious 
for a long time. It is interesting to know how her first 
signs of consciousness were interpreted. The very first 
thing she did was to quietly put her hand down to her 
pocketbook, pull out a powder puff and powder her nose.

For these positions in 
the Department of Agriculture men 
are preferred.

Under Full Age

heifer on test as a two-year-old and 
while she was running Beryl Hanmer 
purchased her and finished up a record 
of over 22 lbs. 
herd was dispersed two years ago, 
Lady Roberts Colantha, went to John 
Harvey of Frelighburg, Quebec. Mr. 
Harvey showed her at the Ormstown 
show where she was second in her 
class being defeated by the two-year- 
old which later won grand champion- 
ship at this show, which is one of the 
best in the Dominion. At this show, 
Beryl Hanmer re-purchased the heifer 
and fitted her for her record breaking 
three-year-old test. The record was 
made at the farm of Mr. Robert 
Cooper of Welland, Ontario, where 
Hanmer had taken a postion as herds- 
man, with the understanding that he 
could run his own heifer along with 
Cooper’s. Hanmer states that on ac- 
count of his other duties, it was im- 
possible for him to give Lady Roberts 
Colantha the attention that a champion 
is supposed to get and he gives the 
heifer the greater credit on that ac- 
count. She is a large heifer weighing 
over 1600 Ibs. at the close of her test 
and is a most ravenous eater. The 
ration for the most of the year con- 
sited principally of the following com- 
bination: 


400 lbs. bran 

400 lbs. distillers dried grains 
400 lbs. crushed oats 

250 lbs. hominy 

250 lbs. gluten 

75 lbs. oil meal 

25 lbs. ground flax seed 

20 Ibs. salt 

50 lbs. charcoal 


cotton seed meal according to condi- 
tion of cow, varying from 200 to 300 
lbs. of the above mixture. 


During the early part of her test she 
ate about 30 lbs. per day of this mix- 
ture, although going as high as 38 lbs. 
for a day or two during her strictly 
official test. After hot weather came 
on in June, she did not eat to exceed 


24 lbs. per day. The ration was 
changed cutting out a part of the 
hominy during the warm weather. 


The grain ration was fed dry at all 
times. She had no silage after June 
during the summer months nor roots 
until September. She had plenty of 
green corn, however, also sweet 
clover, and alfalfa hay. She also ate 
very liberally of dried beet pulp dur- 
ing the summer months taking as high 
as six large pails in a day, wet with 
water and molasses. When roots were 
fed her she ate as high as 150 lbs. per 
day, her silage never running above 
sixteen pounds a day. Occasionally 
carrots were substituted for the roots 
for variety. Hanmer states that she 
was never off feed during the entire 
year except when she suffered slightly 
from indigestion at the end of Decem- 
ber through getting hold of some baled 
straw intended for bedding. She had a 
separate box stall in the test barn

throughout the year, running out with 
the other test cows every night during 
the summer. 

Lady Roberts Colantha is sired by 
Prince Colanthus Abbekerk, a sire 
that has been making a most enviable 
showing through the work of his oft- 
spring in the show ring as well as at 
the pail. Practically all of his daugli- 
ters thus far tested have made their 
records in heifer form, although thir- 
teen of the twenty-nine have records 
ranging from 20 to 32.71 lbs. This bull 
was bred by A. E. Hulet of Norwich, 
Ontario, and stood in service in his 
herd some time and also in the Nor- 
wich neighborhood where he produced 
some of the finest individuals and 
greatest prize winners around the 
Canadian circuit during the past few 
years. One of his daughters, Francy 
Maid 2d, was three times Grand Cham- 
pion at the Canadian National and 
will be remembered by National 
Dairy Show patrons this year as the 
big white cow that won second place. 
A study of the extended pedigree of 
Lady Roberts Colantha appearing in 
connection with this story reveals the 
fact that her sire is from a 9$1.95-lb. 
daughter of a 34-lb. cow, that the sire’s 
sire is a good transmitting bull out of 
one of the famous foundation cows in 
Canada by a son of Tidy Abbekerk, 
being a paternal brother to the famous 
Madam Posch Pauline. The dam of 
the new champion, Lady Roberts Fa- 
forit 2d, has a record of 21.03 lbs. but- 
ter, 486.5 lbs. milk in seven days as a 
three-year-old and she is now owned 
by Mr. Hanmer. She is due to freshen 
in March 1922, when she will be given 
a year’s record, which it is expected 
will show her to be a worthy dam of 
such a wonderful daughter. Mr. Han- 
mer owns also a daughter of Lady 
Roberts Colantha, another sister from 
the same dam, a full brother and a 
three-quarter brother. The dam, it 
will be noted, is sired by a son of Pon- 
tiac Hengerveld Calamity Paul, who 
was by Pledge Spofford Calamity Paul 
and from Pontiac Hengerveld De Kol, 
famous former world’s champion 
daughter of Hengerveld De Kol. It is 
interesting to note that the dam of 
Lady Roberts Colantha and Bella Pon- 
tiac herself, the famous Canadian and 
world’s champion over all ages in year 
test, are sired by brothers, both sons 
of Pontiac Hengerveld Calamity Paul. 
The grandam of Lady Roberts Colan- 
tha is a double granddaughter of Sir 
Mercena Faforit, a son of the famous 
show bull, Mercena’s Sir Posch. It is 
further of interest to note that the 
new champion is not a direct descen- 
dent of Colantha Johanna Lad, but 
rather gets the name from the old 
foundation cow, Colantha, descending 
through her son, Colantha Sir Henry, 
and his son, Colanthus Abbekerk. 

Beryl Hanmer is now back on his 
own farm in Norwich, Ontario, with a 
herd of thirty head of which he will 
run six or eight on year test through 
this year. He is especially interested 
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in the five-year-old dau hte 
Mercena De Kol, the 5 Lb. con wae 
veloped, which is soon due to fresh “4 
and looks very promising. la 
Roberts Colantha was bred in June t 
King Mutual Korndyke and again in 
September to Houck’s great Posch 
bull. There are some indications that 
she may have caught from the first 
service but in either event she has 
carried a calf a gratifying long time 
during the progress. of her record- 
breaking test. Ir is pleasing to note 
such outstanding individuality in con- 
nection with a record of this size add 
ing, aS it does, further evidence to the 
abundance of proof now available that 
type and production go hand in hand.

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An Appreciation of the Value of the 
Short Time Test 








Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

So impressive of late has been the 
work of some of our animals under 
test, that I feel duty bound to bring 
before yourself and your readers, just 
what the animals have done and the 
conditions under which the showing 
was made. 

A few years ago I had been led to 
believe that the short time tests were 
a true method of finding out the abil- 
ity of a cow to produce. Then there 
came a time when my faith was some- 
what shattered and I thought it was 
probably necessary to run @ cow on 
test for ten months or a year to dis- 
cover this producing ability. I set 
about to determine for myself what 
there was to it and selected several 
daughters of King Valdessa Pon- 
tiac, some from well bred dams and 
some from dams not so well bred. 

There are those who have been in- 
considerate enough to condemn seven 
day work and others who discredited 
year work, classing it as a test to be 
used only by breeders of wealth. I 
wish to say that in my opinion, a 
seven-day record honestly conducted 
is a very important consideration in 
measuring the ability of a cow, and 
is a measure of capacity that should 
be encouraged and by all means re- 
tained by the Association. I do not 
want any one to understand that I 
am upholding the seven day work to 
the exclusion of the ten months or 
yearly division, for both of these are 
employed at Bell Farm. The work 
of these heifers very forcibly dem- 
onstrates to me the value of a short 
time record in connection with a long 
time record if one is willing and in a 
position to make the long time test. 
1 feel we should give encouragement 
to those breeders who are only able 
to make the short time record. That 
standard of measure and none other 
has brought us to our present posi- 
tion and it is an open question in 
my mind if we have made any more 
impressive progress or increased our 
long time production by breeding 
from long time record dams. To me, 
a year record made at the sacrifice of 
a calf, is without great value and 
with the half dozen animals with 
which we have had our experience, 
it is possible to bring together a cred- 
itable seven-day record—a good semi- 
official record and a calf—all within 
a year or thereabouts. 

With us our animals are _ given 
seven day records at time of fresh- 
ening; they are started on semi-of- 
ficial test along with the rest of the 
herd—receive the same care, and 
bred when they should be without 
regard for the effect upon their long 
time work. They are given from four 
to six weeks rest previous to next 
freshening, and given their next rec- 
ord. This method we are willing to 
follow through, regardless of what- 
ever their credit might be, and we 


find we have the seven day record— 
a very creditable long time record, 
a calf, and in some instances a sec- 
ond record—all within a period of 
possibly thirteen months. 


Under these conditions I would like 
to bring before you the work of one 
of our three-year-old heifers. She 
freshened as a senior two-year-old 
and made almost 25 pounds of but- 
ter; in ten months she made 712.45 
pounds of butter with over 15,000 
pounds of milk, carried her calf two 
hundred and twenty-seven days of the 
time, freshened within twelve months, 
and now as a three-year-old has just 
made 32.74 pounds of butter from 
over 600 pounds of milk and will have 
approximately 134 pounds of butter 
for the month and in her last seven 
days she has made 630 pounds of 
milk. 


Another freshened at twenty-seven 
months, made a little over 19 pounds 
of butter; in ten months she made 
679 pounds of butter from 15,635 
pounds of milk, freshened in three 
days over a year in very thin condi- 
tion and has made 31.30 pounds of 
butter as a junior three-year-old and 
milked yesterday 75 pounds. 


A third heifer made 18 pounds as a 
junior two-year-old, then closed her 
ten months with 567 pounds of butter 
from 14,885 pounds of milk, fresh- 
ened well within a year and made 
over twenty-seven pounds of butter, 
milking 88 pounds yesterday on her 
long time test. 


A fourth, also at twenty-six months, 
made her 17 pounds seven-day record 
then made 583 pounds of butter in 
ten months, freshened within a year 
and has made better than twenty-six 
pounds of butter again, milking al- 
most 80 pounds yesterday on her long 
time test. 

Another one (and this one from a 
poorly bred dam) freshened as a ju- 
nior two-year-old and made fifteen 
pounds of butter in seven days and 
her long time test is progressing pro- 
portionately. I mention this heifer 
particularly so that you will see from 
my deductions later, that this experi- 
ment has worked both ways, namely, 
it has shown the good producers as 
well as the poor producers. 


Under herd conditions and without 
long rest and in only average condi- 
tion when freshened, such work to me 
means a great deal and should prove 
of value to the average breeder. I 
say value because we have found 
there is a very strong relationship 
between ,the seven-day record and 
the long time test: a relationship so 
marked that these first four heifers 
made their long time test in almost 
identically the same order of their 
best seven-day record. 

Thus, I am inclined to believe that 
were it not possible to run these 
heifers on long time test, their short 
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ability to produce where thi i 
has been BRED INTO them. To ma 
clearly demonstrate that they must 
have this ability BRED INTO them 
I wish to mention several junior two. 
year-olds that have just completed 
records from 20 to over 28 pounds of 
butter and these are invariably from 
still better bred dams than the first 
heifers mentioned. Of course they 
will be given an opportunity on long 
time test to prove more Clearly that 
their short time work is in propor- 
tion to their long time work. The 
main deduction from this experiment 
is, that I am satisfied beyond the 
question of a doubt, that the short 
time test when honestly and prop- 
erly conducted, is a real test and 
truly indicates a cow’s ability to pro- 
duce. Therefore, breeders, you who do 
not have the time nor accommoda- 
tions to make long time tests, take 
courage and go in for making all the 
short time tests you possibly can. 
Both the short time and long time 
tests have their places and there is 
room for both but I wish to emphasize 
that where this producing ability has 
been BRED INTO the animals, the 
short time test is undoubtedly a true 
test to go by.

He also 
reports that a majority of the state 
records in the various breeds and 
classes were broken during the year 
and others, he says, if continued at 
the present rate, will surely replace 
present record holders.

HERD SIRE—A SON OF SIR 
ORMSBY SKYLARK 

Heading the purebred herd owned 
by H. O. Hedeman at Wright City, 
Missouri, is Sir Stella Ormsby Sky- 
lark, a son of Sir Ormsby Skylark 
and brother to the former world’s 
champion, Duchess Skylark Ormsby. 
His dam is a 27.4-lb. cow. This good 
sire has been used in the Hedeman 
herd during the past four years and 
has produced some splendid offspring. 
In a recent issue of the World un- 
der the Missouri Holstein Notes, the 
statement was made that this sire had 
been used in a grade herd but we 
are informed by Mr. Hedeman that 
this was a mistake as his whole herd

MILKING YEARLING 
FOR TEST 


We have a heifer that calved May 20, 
1921. She was two years old Oct. 24, 1921. 
She was bred again Feb. 1, 1922. We 
wish to put her on semi-official test next 
fall along with our others. She has been 
milking 22 Ibs. per day, but recently be- 
cause I give her more sweet clover hay 
and less poor shredded fodder gives 24 
lbs. per day. She is always hungry. The 
question is when to dry her up and how 
to feed from now until that time. Will 
heavy feeding of grain cause her to con- 
tinue putting it into the pail and pull 
her down rather than build her up in size 
and condition for her next milking period. 

Easily available feeds are alfalfa, en- 
silage, oats, corn, bran, middlings, cotton- 
seed meal and oil meal.

I would give this heifer that you 
expect to put on semi-official test, 
eight weeks’ rest, and up to the time 
when I wanted to dry her up, I would 
get all the milk out of her that I 
could. I think that you want to es- 
tablish the habit of full lactation on 
this heifer, therefore, I would not cut 
down on her milk production now, 
nor would I try to rest her too long. 

I would feed her on alfalfa and en- 
silage and some such mixture as the 
following: 

400 lbs. wheat bran 

400 lbs. ground oats 

400 lbs. corn meal or hominy 

400 Ibs. gluten feed 

200 Ibs. cottonseed meal 43 percent 
200 Ibs. oil meal 

In your list vou did not 
gluten feed, but I think it is rela- 
tively a cheaper source of protein 
than cottonseed meal or oil meal. 

I would feed this heifer equal parts 
of wheat bran, hominy or corn meal, 
ground oats, and oil meal during her 
rest period. 

As to the amount you will feed 
now, I would feed her practically all 
she would eat.

A PRACTICAL TESTING RATION 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 
As an interested reader of the World, 
I am asking you to give me a good feed 
ration for testing purebred Holstein cows 
for 7 and 30-day tests which we are going 
to start next month. We have a carload 
of Nebraska alfalfa coming and we have 
plenty of corn silage and lots of ear corn 
in crib which we grind and feed to cows 
with bran and oil meol. We want some- 
thing best to make for records. Oats are 
very light. How do you feed molasses 
that comes in barrels? It is too expensive 
to order during the low dairy market. 
We intend to feed a lot of cottonsecd meal 
and oil meal with grain, silage and alfalfa 
but want a correct ration of each 
Harry F. Hansmann, Wis 
Answer by Prof. Savage 


Your letter of February 9th has 
been sent to me by the Holstein-Frie- 
sian World for answer. I am sending 
you a copy of our bulletin 147. 

If I had to handle these cows, I 
would put them on a ration now of 
corn silage and alfalfa hay and all 
they will eat of the following grain 


mixture: equal parts of wheat bran, 
corn meal, ground oats and oil meal. 

I would suggest that you buy some 
dried beet pulp and feed these cows 
about three pounds of the beet pulp 
per day, moistened thoroughly with 
water in which enough molasses is 
dissolved to allow each cow one pint 
of molasses per day. 

About four weeks before the cows 
are due to freshen, I would begin to 
feed them four times a day at the time 
when I expect to milk them when on 
7-day test. This should be done in 
order to accustom them to four times 
a day feeding. 

About a week before freshening, I 
would change the grain mixture to: 
600 Ibs. bran 
300 lbs. ground oats 
100 Ibs. oil meal 


I would use this until after fresh- 
ening. Then, when the cows are well 
straightened out, change them gradu- 
ally to such a mixture as No. 1 on 
page 20 of the bulletin. 

If you cannot get distillers grains, 
use more wheat bran and oil meal. 


Continue the feeding of beet pulp 
and molasses during the test at about 
the same rate as suggested for dry 
cows. ‘

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Montana Seeks Eastern Holsteins 


By C. T. Blanchard, Statistician U. S. Reclamation Service. 





GRICULTURE in Montana is 
A bound to be enormously stimu- 

lated by reason of the recent 
resumption of mining and the manu- 
facture of copper and zinc. On Janu- 
ary 16, eleven companies resumed op- 
erations under a somewhat lower 
wage scale but with assurance of per- 
manent employment. One of the larg- 
est companies announces the comple- 
tion of arrangements to purchase 
zinc concentrates in such quantity as 
to insure production of six or seven 
million pounds of zine at the Great 
Falls plant. The production of cop- 
per has been stabilized through the 
purchase and operation of one of the 
largest brass manufacturing plants in 
the country. This plant will consume 
an amount of zinc and copper in ex- 
cess of the capacity of the Butte dis- 
trict and guarantees a continuous 
market for the entire output. The re- 
vival of these industries adds thous- 
ands of men to the payrolls whose lib- 
eral wages are immediately put in cir- 
culation for purchase of manufactured 
and agricultural products. Signs 
are not lacking that the agricultural 
industry is on the eve of a sharp re- 
bound. Montana has always imported 
a large quantity of its food products, 
a most uneconomic practice, because 
the climatic and soil conditions of the 
state are perfectly adapted for the 
production of nearly everything her 
people consume. 

Millions of dollars annually have 
been expended outside the state for 
dairy and certain kinds of meat pro- 
ducts, fruits, vegetables and poultry, 
most of which might have been pro- 
duced at home. The trouble in Mon- 
tana is that diversified agriculture is 
yet in its swaddling clothes. Farm- 
ing rests on a wrong base. For 50 
years everything was subordinated to 
stock raising. During the past ten 
years undue prominence has been giv- 
en to dry farming for grain produc- 
tion. The progress of intensive cul- 
tivation under irrigation has been 
negligible and the whole state has 
suffered thereby. Nature has dealt 
most kindly withthe state in furnish- 
ing a fine climate, fertile soil,abundant 
water and numerous varieties of suc- 
culent native grasses. Especially fav- 
ored are a number of mountain val- 
leys where the lofty ranges directly 
influence and temper the severity of 
the northern winter. The upkeep of 
stock in these valleys is moderate and 
the health is excellent. 

Among these, such 
Flathead, Sun River, 


valleys as the 
Milk River, and 


Lower Yellowstone stand out promi- 
nently. The first mentioned, famil- 
iarly known as the Garden of the 


Rockies, is evincing a remarkable 
right about face in its agricultural de- 
velopment. The enterprising citizens 
who have settled here are very much 
in earnest in bringing about a revo- 
lution of old methods to put farming 
on a right foundation. Financial and 
commercial organizations are co-oper- 
ating to expand the dairy industry by 


arranging to finance the buying of 
stock. Investigations of breeding 
centers as far east as New York State 
are being made with a view of bring- 
ing to the valley selected and proven 
strains of Holstein and Guernseys to 
build up the present stock. 


The Reclamation Service has com- 
pleted an irrigation system to water 
nearly 100,000 acres of which not more 
than one-half is ready to use it. The 
holdings are too large and must be 
cut up. Under the law, owners of 
large tracts must dispose of all in ex- 
cess of 160 acres and this fact has de- 
flated land prices which is to the ben 
efit of the homeseeker. 


The: valley offers rare opportuni- 
ties for breeders of well-known strains 
of dairy stock to establish branch 
farms where a constant and grow- 
ing market for young stock is assured. 
Experienced dairy farmers will find 
on the Flathead unusually attractive 
openings to secure ideal ranches on 
reasonable terms and a very hospita- 
ble welcome from the citizens who 
are now residing there.

later became field representative of 
the division in the middle-western 
states. Since last June he has had 
charge of the government’s activities 
in organizing cow testing and bull as- 
sociations, the utilization of milk in 
dairy products, extension of cheese 
factories in the south, and other pro- 
jects. 


He has a wide knowledge of dairy- 
ing all over the country, especially in 
the Western states, with a broad ac.

Both of these heifers, it should 
be mentioned in passing, are show 
animals of the highest type, very clear- 
ly indicating by their. conformation 
the unusual producing ability they 
are now proving in their test. 

Proceeding on homeward, we stop- 
ped off at St. Paul and spent a day 
with Eddie McMahon in looking over 
the cattle of the Long Lake Livestock 
Company and of his partner in the 
ownership of the bull, Mr. Sam Joy— 
and here again we received an eye- 
opener in regard- to Sir Korndyke 
Ormsby Piebe and the real reason 
why Eddie McMahon made a trip to 
the Coast to find out more about Sir 
Korndyke Ormsby Piebe, and which 
investigations finally ended with his 


purchase of the bull. Here I saw Cas- 
cade Pauline Mercedes, who I had 
known by reputation through her com- 
pletion as a junior two-year-old of a 
record of 940.26 lbs. butter, 21,789.7 
lbs. milk. She had just finished her 
305-day test as a senior three-year- 
old with 900 lbs. butter, 21,600 Ibs. 
milk. Under the conditions, this is 
one of the most remarkable records 
ever made, as this heifer had an at- 
tack of pneumonia shortly after calv- 
ing that threatened to take her life 
but from which she recovered and 
came back in her milk production in 
@ manner which not one cow in ten 
thousand could duplicate. This heif- 
er impressed us as one of the most 
magnificent four-year-olds we had 
ever seen, with capacity and constitu- 
tion written in every line of her con- 
formation. So much for exhibic num 
ber one. Exhibit number twc was 
Moxee Korndyke Johanna Piebe, the 
$10,000 heifer purchased by the Long 
Lake people at the St. Paul sale, who 
had completed as a junior two-year- 
old a 305-day test of 729.67 lbs. but- 
ter, 15,875.4 Ibs. milk both of which 
stood near the top in this class, car- 
rying a calf 214 days of her test. She 
came back at three years, three 
months and had just completed a rec- 
ord of 1107.64 lbs. butter and 22,951.7 
lbs. milk, a butter record, which will 
stand very near the top for the cur- 
rent official year. She is due again 
to freshen as a junior four-year-old 
and as she weighs eighteen hundred 
pounds and is stamped with dairy ex- 
cellence in every ounce of it, she 
should be heard from again. Exhibit 
number three was Cascade Daisy, a 
junior four-year-old, who in her: first 
six months had produced 14,800 Ibs. 
milk and was milking 75 lbs. per day 
and due to freshen twelve and a half 
months from her previous calving. 
She holds a previous record as a ju- 
nior two-year-old of 20,876.8 lbs. milk 
and 780.90 Ibs. butter. She is of the 
same type as her two sisters in the 
herd and together they make three 
of the most outstanding daughters of 
one sire we have ever seen together.

HOME GROWN FEEDS 
By Orin Crooker 


The present year (1922) is one in 
which the dairyman should recognize, 
as never before, the advantage of 
home grown feeds. The price of labor 
has not receded in like measure to 
that of farm crops. Wheat and corn, 
for instance, bring the farmer low re- 
turns but wheat flour and corn meal 
still remain high. In part, this is be- 
cause the labor that enters into their 
manufacture still remains nearly the 
same as heretofore. When a dairyman 
buys feed at his local elevator or mill 
he is paying a high price for the 
labor involved in its preparation. He 
is buying on a “manufactured article” 
price level which under present condi- 
tions operates even more to his detri- 





ment than ordinarily is the case. It is 
a game in which the cards are stacked 
against him. é 

Most dairymen are compelled to buy 
some feed but the aim should be under 
present conditions to reduce this to 
the lowest possible point. The writer 
knows one Holstein herd in Illinois 
that has been fed wholly for some 
years from the products of the farm 
with the exception only of the bran 
that is consumed. There isn’t a herd 
in the vicinity that sustains produc- 
tion more effectively. Nor is there a 
more prosperous dairyman to be found 
within many miles. This man raises 
a large amount of barley. He feeds 
every bit of it to his cows. He raises 
alfalfa and some clover. He makes 
use of oats and some ground corn. He 
puts up two lots of silage—one for 


winter use and another for summer 
feeding. “My cows come first,” states 
this dairyman.

Mr. President and Members of the 
Ohio Holstein-Friesian Association. 
I beg to submit herewith, a brief 

report of the activities of your asso- 

ciation for the interim of time from 

January 1st, 1921 to January ist, 1922. 


ANNUAL MEETING 1921. On Wed- 
nesday, Feb. 2nd, 1921, at Townsend 
Hall, Ohio State University, Colum- 
bus, Ohio, the first annual meeting 
of the State Association was held. 
This meeting was attended by over 
100 Ohio breeders who took much in- 
terest in the excellent program ren- 
dered. The program included a very 
interesting and instructive talk by 
Prof. R. R. Welch, Pa. State College 
on the subject of “Bull Association.” 
The plan, manner of organization, 
advantages, etc., of bull associations 
were thoroughly discussed by Mr. 
Welch. As a result of this talk we 
now have several communities that are 
getting ready for bull associations and 
I believe that in the next year we will 
see several associations in operation 
in Ohio. 

Several other interesting talks were 
given by Prof. O. O. Erf, the late 
Peter Small, Dr. Theodore Burnette, 
Chas. McIntire, State Agriculturist, 
and others. At the business session 


the entire Executive Board were re- 
elected to succeed themselves. 


MEMBERSHIP CAMPAIGN. On 
February 12th telegrams were sent 
out to some 30 representative breed- 
ers of Ohio calling a special meeting 
for February 14th to discuss the plans 
for the membership campaign, which 
was to be started the evening of the 
14th in Seneca County. After an all 
day’s sesssion and a thorough dis- 
cussion of the entire plans it was 
finally decided to go ahead with the 
membership campaign on a_ 3-year 
basis at $1 per head for purebreds 
and 25 cents for grades with a mini- 
mum membership fee of $5. 

It was voted at this meeting that 
20% of the membership dues should 
revert back to the county organiza- 
tion. The campaign lasted nearly 4 
weeks during which time 122 meetings 
were held. There were 3 teams of 
two men in the team, most of them 
Ohio Breeders who conducted’ the 
meetings holding from 1 to 3 meetings 
a day. Due to the terrible condition 
of the roads at that time many of the 
breeders were unable to attend the 
meetings. In the campaign 66 count- 
ies were reached with a total attend- 
ance of 829 breeders. Of these 697 





signed up for membership for three 
years in the Ohio Holstein-Friesian 
Association. The campaign wag a ge. 
cided success. It not Only put the 
State Association on a sound fiuancial 
foundation but a little nucleus Was 
started in 66 counties, many of which 
have already grown beyond all ey. 
pectation. 

FOLLOW UP WORK BY A SOLIC. 
ITOR. An attempt was made to fol- 
low up the campaign through the Jo. 
cal association which did not prove 
to be entirely satisfactory. It was 
then decided to extend the member. 
ship by means of a solicitor and 
plan similar to that of the Farm Bp. 
reau was adopted. Mr. John E. Cape, 
Edgerton, Ohio, a Holstein breeder 
and a former Farm Bureau Solicitor 
was secured by the association to do 
the soliciting. This being a co-opera- 
tive proposition, the expense was di. 
vided between the State Association 
and the County Clubs, the State As. 
sociation paying per diem and travel- 
ing expenses of the _ solicitor, the 
county clubs furnishing the drivers 
and paying the expenses of the solic. 
itor while in the county. That this 
plan has been a successs is shown by 
the following figures:

The cost of securing members by 
means of @ solicitor figures about 13% 
of the dues on a three-year basis. The

There is still some scattering clean 
up work to be done in Columbiana, 
Trumbull and Medina counties. Other 
counties have put in their application 
for the solicitor and the work should 
be continued just as fast as it seems 
advisable. 

Ohio State Guaranty Sale, 1921 

On May 4-5th, 1921, the second 
State Sale was held at the Fair 
Grounds, Columbus, Ohio. 147 head 
of cattle were sold at this sale for a 
total of $48,515. These cattle were con- 
signed by 82 breeders who came from 
28 different counties. 

We believe that the State Sale 
should be the show window of Ohio 
cattle and nothing but the very best 
should be consigned in this annual 
sale classic. In the 1920 Salt only 90 
head were sold which were not quite 
enough but in 1921, 147 head made a 
few too many. If 100 to 120 good ones 
were consigned, a two days State 
Sale is enough. This sale gives the 
small breeder an opportunity to con- 
sign his cattle to a high class sale and 
it is interesting to note the large num- 
ber of consignors. Seventy-five per 
cent of the consignments were from 
herds where 25 head or less are kept. 


National Sale 
Ohio consigned 17 head of her good 
cattle to the’ National Sale held at 
Syracuse, New York, June 2-3-4, 1921 
at the time of the Annual Meeting of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. These 17 head sold for a 
total of $12,274. They were consigned 
by 12. different breeders and came 

from 8 different counties. 


Other Sales 
The State Association has managed 
five other sales, 4 of which ‘were 
county consignment sales and one a 
dispersal. In managing these sales 
the Association has not attempted to 
make a large profit on them, but it 
has been our purpose to conduct high 
class sales on a 10% basis and do just 
a8 much advertising as possible for 
Ohio Holsteins, believing that this 
added publicity will eventually come 
back to our breeders in higher prices 
for their cattle. The following table 
will show what sales have been con- 
ducted by the Association together 
with the number of catle sold and 

the total prices received:

Publicity 

An attempt has been made to give 
just as much publicity to Ohio Hol- 
steins as possible. This work has 
been carried on in three different 
ways. 

First, by paid advertising. Some 
space has been taken in breed and 
farm papers for exploiting the merits 
of Ohio cattle and attempting to inter- 
est the dairymen and breeders to 
come to Ohio to buy Holsteins. At the 
September meeting of the Executive 
Committee $500 was appropriated for 
this purpose and regular space has al- 
ready been taken in the Prairie 
Farmer. It has been the intention to 
carry space in several other farm and 
breed papers just as rapidly as con- 
ditions would justify. 

Second. Ohio Booth at the State 
Fairs and National Dairy Show. At 
the Ohio State Fair a Holstein booth 
was maintained at the Coliseum. 
Charts with data pertaining to Ohio 
Holsteins and pictures of some of the 
highest record cows in Ohio were ex- 
hibited. In this form of publicity an 
attempt has been made to make it just 
as educational as possible and in all 
cases the results have indicated that 
the venture was worth while. Hol- 
stein literature from the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America as well as 
Ohio literature was distributed. 

Third. News Items. Probably the 
most effective form of publicity has 
been the news stories sent to the news 
and breed papers. Through the 
council of the publicity department 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America a plan for systematic pub- 
licity was adopted early during the 
vear. Upon receipt of each report 
from Maicolm H. Gardner, Supt of Ad- 
vanced Registry, a news story was 
written about each of the cows that 
was shown in that bulletin to have 
made records as follows:

These stories were sent to the news 
papers in the communities where the 
cow was bred and where she made her 
record. If the cows had been sold out 
of the state a news story was written 
for the paper in the state or county 
in which she made her record. 571 
news stories have been sent out to 198 
newspapers in 70 different counties, 
and to 49 newspapers in the various 
other states. Through a clipping bur- 
eau we have been able to compile a 
record of the publicity that Holsteins 
have been receiving in Ohio. Our 
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clippings show that the newspapers 
have given 4,572 inches of space to 
Holstein news. Such publicity is 
generally conceded to be the most 
effective. It is hard to figure it on a 
dollar and cent basis but we are safe 
in saying that the average price per 
inch in such papers is 30 cents. At 
this price it would indicate that had 
we bought this space it would have 
cost upwards of $2000. The number 
of people reached by this publicity 
within the borders of Ohio are 7,574,- 
036 and those outside of the state 
are 84,243, making a total of 7,658,279 
people have had an opportunity to 
read about Ohio Holsteins. In addi- 
tion to the newspapers numerous Hol- 
stein articles have been sent to the 
various breed papers, farm papers and 
dairy papers whence many have been 
published. 


Holstein Signs 


“Holstein-Friesians on This Farm,” 
There has been 46 of these signs sold 
during the past year making a total 
now of over 500 which have been sold 
to. the breeders of Ohio. Such pub- 
licity as this is well worth while and 
should be carried on more extensively 
in the Association in the future. 


Telegrams, Personal and Circular 
Letters 


In the conduct of the Association 
business 4632 letters were received in 
the office. There were 7,888 personal 
letters written in 1921 as compared 
with 3443 during 1920. 24 circular 
letters were sent out which reached 
a total circulation of 33,574 persons. 

Meetings 

The secretary talked at 127 meet- 
ings which were attended by 10,157 
people. 

In reaching these meetings, select- 
ing cattle, etc., 25,232 miles were 
traveled by railroad and electric lines. 
No account was kept of automobile 
mileage but it will of course run high 
because considerable driving was 
done. 


Farm Visits 


Besides the meetings 218 farm visits 
were made to herds which total 6,006 
head of cattle. The average size of 
the farms visited was 148 acres 
making, a total acreage of 32,412 acres 
operated by the owners of the herds. 
183 days or nearly 60% of the time 
has been spent in the field among’ the 
breeders, 


New County Organizations 


The success and effectiveness of the 
State Association depends almost. en- 
tirely upon the strength of the county 
organizations. We now have 41 
county clubs. During the past year a 
tri-county Holstein-Friesian club was 
organized at Baltic in addition to 
clubs in the following counties: Cuya- 


hoga, Defiance, Lake, Hamilton, 
Hardin, Medina, Mahoning, Huron, 
Marion. 


Selecting Cattle 
The cattle in most of the county 
sales managed by the Association in- 
cluding the National have been se- 
lected by us. Several counties were 
also given assistance in selecting 
cattle for their county fairs last fall. 
National Calf Club Committee 
Former Pres. D. D. Aitken, Flint, 
Mich., appointed a committee consist-

ing of L. L. Oldham, Madison, Wis.; 
H. W. Norton, Jr., Lansing, Michigan 
and H. C. Barker, Tiffin, to prepare 
rules and regulations to be used by 
the National Association in Calf Club 
work throughout the United States. 
Three meetings of this committee 
were held in Chicago and a report sub- 
mitted to Pres. Frank O. Lowden. 
This report provided an outline for 
the organization and maintaining calf 
clubs as well as suggestions for a jun- 
ior department. As a result of this 
committee report, effective work has 
already been started by the Board of 
Directors of the National’ Association. 
The report is being put in pamphlet 
form and they are looking for a high 
class Holstein Calf Club leader to go 


ahead with the work. 


Private Sales 


Due to the difficulty in getting 
accurate reports of private sales made 
through the association, it is impos- 
sible to say just how many cattle have 
been sold at private treaty through 
the State Association, Our records 
show that over $10,000 worth of cattle 
have been sold for members of the 
Association but we are confident that 
this does not include them all. 


Legislature 

While the legislature was in session 
the Association was instrumental in 
assisting the passing of several laws 
directly affecting the farmers and 
dairymen of Ohio, such as the stan- 
dardization of milk, cream and ice 
cream, making it a misdemeanor for 
the false registration of purebred ani- 
mals and fraudulént record making, 
the co-operative marketing bill, the 
bread bill, etc. 
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Special Meeting of the National Asso- 
ciation 


The special meeting of the National 
Association held at the time of the 
Dairy Show at St. Paul was attended 
and approximately 500 proxies were 
voted by the Secretary. At this meet- 
ing the proxy system was replaced by 
a delegate representative form of 
government for the Association. By 
this new system Ohio will have 10 
representatives for the 1922 meeting 
at Kansas City. 


State and County Fairs 


A special effort was made during 
the past year to encourage the show- 
ing of cattle at the State and County 
Fairs. At the 1921 State Fair there 
were more cattle shown than at any 
other previous State Fair, there being 
185 head of cattle from some 58 dif- 
ferent herds. There was $1000 in pre- 
miums offered for the county show 
herds, $250 of which was given by the 
State Association. Due to the ex- 
treme heat and flies during July and 
August there were only three herds 


competing. They were placed as 
follows 

Wellington 1st, Montgomery 2nd, 
Wayne 3rd. 


Last fall found much interest in the 
county fair show ring. To date we 
have heard from 63 counties and we 
find that there were only 11 of the 63 
that had less cattle in 1921 than in 
1920. In the 63 counties there were 
981 cattle shown in 1920 while in 
1921 there were 1754 which is an in- 
crease of 180% over 1920. In 1920 
there were 320 exhibitors while in 
1921 there were 481 which is an in- 
crease of 146%.

Commissioner of Agriculture C. P. 
Norgord reports that 12,000 head of 
cattle, mostly Holsteins, have been 
shipped out of Wisconsin to outside 
points in practically three months.

State Veterinarian Eliason is author- 
ity for the statement that 75,067 head 
of cattle were tested for tuberculosis 
in Wisconsin from October Ist to 
January ist, 1922. At this rate the 
test is being applied to 300,000 head 
of cattle annually. In this connection 
it is gratifying to note the lowness of 
the reacting percentage which is 3.6 
per cent. Wisconsin is leading all 
other states in the number of herds 
on the accredited lists with 1500. A

sTORY OF MY JUNIOR DAIRY 
WORK 





}iditor’s Note: ' iid 

C. W. Radway, Dairy Specialist at the 
Oklahoma A. & M. College, sends us the 
following paper by Lloyd Krause in con- 
nection with his junior dairy project. 
Mr. Krause is eighteen years old and Mr 
Radway states that he is going to make 
one of the biggest Holstein breeders in 
Oklahoma. In passing. Mr. Radway 
remarked, “I thought you would be in- 
terested in knowing that the interest in 
the big black and white cow is getting 
under way here in our state."’ Follow- 
ing is the story by Mr. Krause, 

The cow which I kept a record on 
in my Junior Dairy work is a purebred 
Holstein-Friesian. Her name is Har- 
tog Zo Zo Walker No. 220584. Her 
sire, King of the Black and Whites 
was one of the greatest Holstein bulls 
that ever lived. Her dam, Black 
Chloe 2nd was an A. R. O. cow with 
a record of over thirty pounds butter 
in one week. 


My cow freshened in January, 1920, 
this record starts the following Oc- 
tober 1920 and ends September 1, 
1921. 


At the beginning of the test the 
cow was running on a clover pasture 
and being fed about 20 lbs. of cane 
hay, 3% Ibs. of ground oats and 6 
lbs. of bran per day. When the pas- 
ture was killed by frost she was 
turned into a cane and cotton stalk 
field during day time, stabled at night 
and fed an increased ration, 3 Ibs. 
corn meal added to the ration per day. 

As my cow was due to freshen in 
January, I began to check her milk 
flow about the first of December. I 
had trouble checking her though and 
did not stop milking her until Janu- 
ary 9th. 

On January 25, 1921, she presented 
me with twin bull calves. These 
calves weighed 218 Ibs. at birth. They 
were allowed to nurse the cow for 
about a week and then placed on a 
hurse cow. 

The cow was now allowed to run on 
a barley pasture and given a ration 
of 30 Ibs. cane hay, 3% lbs. ground 
oats, 3 Ibs. corn meal and 5 Ibs. of 
bran daily. She started off after 
freshening by giving 4414 Ibs. of milk 
ber day, testing 3.6 per cent. and 
Sradually increased this until May. 
During this month she gave 1770 Ibs. 
of milk, testing 3.5 per cent, or 61.95 
ibs. butterfat. 


HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


After May lst my cow ran in native 
pasture during the day time and on 
a clover pasture at night. The con- 
centrated feed was cut some in quan- 
tity and no hay was fed. 

One of the twin calves died when 
six weeks old from the Flu. The 
other was allowed to continue on the 
nurse cow and fed what ground oats, 
corn meal and bran he would clean 
up, besides running on a clover pas- 
ture. 

The record on my cow was discon- 
tinued after September lst as we start- 
ed to the fairs September 10th. 


My cow during the 314 days of the 
record gave 12,752 lbs. of milk and 
467.72 lbs. of butterfat. The value of 
the milk at 30c per gallon was $479.06. 
The total cost of feed and pasture was 
$64.85 leaving a net profit of $414.2]. 
The bull calf was sold at Muskogee 
for $125.00 after winning 4th in open 
class and ist in club.

MARCH PRICES FOR MILK AN- 
NOUNCED 


Announcement made by the Board 
of Directors of the Dairymen’s League 
Co-operative Association today recom- 
mends the prices to be paid for March 
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milk somewhat lower than the prices 
paid for February. These prices are 
as follows: $2.52 for Class 1-A which 
is milk sold to consumers in bottled 
‘form; $1.75 for Class 1-B which is 
milk sold to consumers in bulk form, 
usually in 40quart cans: $1.50 for 
Class 2 which is milk sold in the 
form of sweet cream and ice cream; 
Class 3 includes milk sold in form of 
sweetened condensed and evaporated 
milk and the price for this will be 
governed as before by the current 
market price for butter plus a differ- 
ential of 25 cents per hundred pounds; 
Class 4 includes milk made into but- 
ter and American cheese, the price 
of which will be based as heretofore 
on the current market quotations. 

These prices are for 3 per cent milk 
in the 201-210 mile zone and vary. with 
the usual differentials of freight and 
butterfat. These reductions in prices 
are made necessary on account of the 
increase in the production of miik 
which always begins at this season 
and which seems to be larger than 
usual this year.
